; Claude Poe, junior at Xav- 
ier from Mobile: “Gov. Ed- 
wards got pressured by people 


around hin>, so that he acted 
hastily. When he disbanded 
the committee he was saying, ; 
‘Im tired of talking; now I’m 
'going to use whatever it fa te s 
to get to the head of the prob- 
lem.’ 

“Somebody had to fire the 
shots. I’m sure none of the 
students would commit such 
an act on a fellow student. It ■ 
appears that, whenever some- 
thing like thisv happens, the 
administration tries to cover ' 
up.”

dents could draw attention.”
